In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to Clause (b) of sub-section (1) of Section 66 
of the Factories Act, 1948 (Central Act 63 of 1948), 
as in force in the State of Goa (hereinafter called as 
the “said Act”), the Government of Goa hereby 
varies the limits laid down in Clause (b) of 
sub-section (1) of Section 66 of the said Act in 
respect of employment of women in the factory, 
namely, M/s IFB Industries Ltd., Plot No. N-7, Verna 
Indl. Estate, Phase IV, Salcete, Goa, thereby 
authorizing the employment of women in the said 
factory between the hours of 7 p.m. to6a.m., fora 
period of two years with effect from the date of 
publication of this notification in the Official 
Gazette, subject to the following conditions for 
ensuring the safety of women, namely:- 


(i) Employment between the hours of 7 p.m. to 6 am. 
shall be with the consent in writing of 
concerned women worker; 


(ii) The provisions of the Sexual Harassment of 
Women at Workplace (Prevention, Prohibition 
and Redressal) Act, 2013 (14 of 2013) or any 
other law in force, as applicable to the 
factory, shall be complied with; 


(iii) No women worker shall be employed against 
the maternity benefit provisions laid down 
under the Maternity Benefit Act, 1961 (53 of 
1961) or any other law in force; 


(iv) Adequate and separate transportation 
facilities accompanied by security guard shall 
be provided to women worker to pick-up and 
drop such worker at her residence; 


(v) The workplace including passage towards 
conveniences or facilities concerning toilet, 
washrooms, drinking water, entry and exit of 
women worker shall be well-lit; 


(vi) CCTV cameras shall be provided and 
maintained in the work areas where such 
women workers will be employed; 


(vii) Provide safe, secure and healthy working 
condition such that no women worker is 
disadvantaged in connection with her 
employment.
